There was an Alfred 
Hitchcock touch to the sinister 
historical drama.

German scientists buried their 
vital note* and 
plans

caves and other seemingly in­ 
accessible 
places.

war—and even today 
Allied 
and Communist agents engag­ 
ed in an undercover struggle 
to unearth the precious docu­ 
ments.
